It was disclosed that all planes 
of the United States Ninth Air 
Force, largest tactical air force in 
the world, are operating now from 
bases on the continent within 
range of Germany, 

The Nineteenth 
Force, attached to the United 
States Third Army, had a field 
day behind the German line in 
the Metz area, strafing and bomb- 
ing motor transport, trains, guns 
and bridges. 

Royal Air Force Mosquitoes last 
night carried out one of their best 
moonlight attacks on trains in 
Germany and Holland. 


Besides shooting up 51 freight 
trains, nine barges and five motor 
transports the Mosquitoes drove a 
Nazi trawler ashore off the Dutch 
coast and bombed a small factory 
in Western Germany. None of the 
bombers was lost, 

Other small forces of Mosquitoes 
attacked Brunswick and Nazi air- 
fields in Western Germany, follow- 
ing up the daylight attack in 
which more than 2500 Allied planes 
roamed the sky over the Reich 
virtually unchallenged.

They are threatening 
the enemy ranks with further 
decimation as they approach main 
highways and railroads linking 
Belgrade with Nis to the south- 
east and Skoplja to the south. 

The Germans appear to be mak-

The 
route as now being used extends 
northward from Bitolj near the 
Greek frontier to Belgrade. 

At least four divisions, includ- 
ing crack mountain troops, are 
known to be engaged in keeping 
this escape line open for the 
forces in Greece, which at latest 
report still numbered about 65.000 
men.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
Allied Expeditionary Force, Oct. 3 
(AP).—American strategic bomb- 
ers have taken 2 major role inthe 
vital battle of supply now being 
waged in France and Belgium ty 
londing their bomb bays with win- 
ter overcoats and uniforms for 
Shivering thousands of American 
soldiers. ‘ 

It is apparent that among the 
biggest problems confronting Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower is the race 
against winter aid the struggle to 
overcome the handicap of long 
supply lines. 

These obstacles must be meas- 
ured alongside the problem of 
German strength. Headquarters 
now is faced with the question of 
giving munitions and _ gasoline 
higher priority than warm clothes. 

Despite the known Allied power 
and the present First Army offen- 
sive, it is apparent that the su- 
preme command is preparing for 
a long winter campaign. 

Troops are being given as much 
cover as France, Belgium and Hol- 
land afford, and the front is tak- 
ing on the aspect of 1914-18, par- 
ticularly in northern France, near 
Metz and north of Nancy. Mud 
and slush are ankle deep. 

‘Rains Are Early. 

The rains have come early and 
they have robbed the _ Allied 
armies of one of their two great- 
est assets—mobility. The other, 
which they retain, is overwhelm- 
ing air superiority. 

Rains have turned fields into 
quagmires and American armored 
divisions. which in the race across 
France cut German troops to 
pieces, now are confined to paved 
highways, where they may be 
easily dealt witn by the defense. 

It is the same with motorized 
divisions, and gains are now con- 
fined to the foot-rlogging infantry. 

The ground in France ahd Ger- 
many, unlike Russia, never 
freezes hard enough to allow tanks 
to operate in open country in win- 
ter. It therefore is likely that the 
Allies’ vast superiority in armored 
strength soon muy be restricted by 
weather, 

Halt for Supplies. 

Moreover, the Allied troops had 
to halt at the end of August to 
“pull up their supply pants,” giv- 
ing the Germans time to dig in 
and make necessary another 
Moody and violent drive backed 
by unlimited supplies such as the 
original Normandy breakout in 
July.

Bar on Conversion of U. S. Plants 
In 11 States in North, East Urged 


AUTHORITY ON RELEASING 
WAR PLANTS TRANSFERRED 
FROM ARMY, NAVY TO WPB 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP). 


b RESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
yesterday transferred to the 
War Production Board the 
authority to determine when 
privately owned war plants and 
armament-making equipment 
are no longer necessary for 
war purposes. Prior to the ex- 
ecutive order, the authority 
was held by the secretaries of 
War and Navy. 

The “certificates of non- 
necessity” issued in such cases 
are needed by the owners of 
the plant facilities whose 
total value now exceeds six 
billion dollars — so that they 
can calculate depreciation for 
purposes of income and excess 
profits taxes. 

Contractors who put their 
own money into war plants are 
allowed to write off the cost 
over a five-year period, through 
tax deductions of 20 per cent 
a year. When the facilities 
cease to be used for war pur- 
poses in a shorter time, the 
contractors take the write-off 
at a higher rate, so that they 
may take full depreciation 
during the period of wartime 
income, The certificates are re- 
quired by the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue as proof of the 
contractor's claim for the 
faster rate of depreciation.

A man from 
the Romanian Army, who could 
speak French, came up, and I was 
able to talk with him. 
“Seven others of our crew were 
rounded up in the vicinity; we did 
not see our pilot, Lt. John F. Bar- 
were put in a near-by jail over 
night, and next day were taken 
in a four-wheeled cart to a rail- 
road station, and started on a 
two-day journey to Bucharest. 
Slept on Boards by Choice. 
“We were placed in a stone 
garrison building, with barred 
windows. Lt. Barrett was there 
ahead of us. We slept on boards, 
because the mattresses provided 
us were infested with insect life. 
Our blankets had to go under us 
instead of over us, but the climate 
is very mild and we did not suf- 
outfit, also a few books, but no 
news except such as prisoners 
arriving later brought us. 
“The food at first was very poor 
—black bread, cabbage soup and 
boiled potatoes; and for lunch, 
what.we called sheep's head soup. 
Tha s no joke, for apparently 
the whole head had been thrown 
in, and we found teeth and eye- 
balls in the stuff. 
Food Improves. 
“By the middle of July, when 
the German prestige was slipping, 
the food improved. Also, even be- 
walking in exercise periods, sent 
us food. Our first Red Cross pack- 
age came Aug. 23, and some of us 
were eating the food when we got 
the news that Romania was out of 
the war, 
“Before that time we had been 
divided into two groups, the offic- 
ers placed in a school building in 
the center of the city, and the 
enlisted men and myself remaining 
in the garrison building. I was 
kept there because I had had a 
year’s pre-medical training, and 
was needed to help in a Romanian 
First ‘Allies, Then Germans. 
“While we were In Bucharest, 
the British and Americans carried 
out 44 air raid missions over the 
city. When peace came, we 
thought it would be all peaches 
.and cream, but the next day the 
Germans began a 72-hour air at- 
tack on the city, strafing, pattern 
bombing and dive bombing. Street 
fighting was going on in the city. 
“The garrison building was too 
good a target, and we were per- 
mitted to go into private houses, 
the owners of which were hospita- 
clothes there. Then we were 
moved to camp in the country, to 
await return to’our base in Italy, 
from which planes were sent for 
us. It was a three-hour trip.”

A Childish Pose 


The CIO’s Political Action Committee gave full 
details of its doings and financing when it was 
investigated by House and Senate committees, by 
the Attorney General, by the FBI (twice) and 
by the Dies committee. When Sidney Hillman, 
PAC chairman, appeared before the House com- 
mittee in August, he made a telling point about 
the business of investigation: 

We do not object to this examination and 
re-examination of our work. . . . We do be- 
lieve, however, that we should not be made 
the exclusive object of governmental inquiry. 
re? We ask why it is that political activity 
by labor excites such torrents of abuse in the 
public press and such a barrage of investiga- 
tions from the agencies of government, while 
the well-heeled activities of agencies of re- 
action excite no comment and provoke no 
inquiry. 

The House finally did get around to investi- 
gating other organizations, and one of them, 
Frank E.. Gannett’s Committee for Constitutional 
Government, has just handed Mr. Hillman and 
his associates some of the finest ammunition they 
have had In the campaign. 

In direct with Hillman’s frankness in 
opening the PAC’s records, the Gannett commit- 
tee’s executive secretary, Dr. Edward A. Rumely, 
declined to disclose the facts about his group, 
tried to dodge the issue and now finds himself 
indicted by a District of Columbia grand jury 
for his refusal to testify. 

As an excuse for their attitude, Rumely and 
the committee offer the excuse that their organi- 
zation is not a political but an “educational” 
organization. This is ridiculous. If it isn’t in 
politics, then neither is the PAC, Robert Hanne- 
gan or Herbert Brownell. It has specialized for 
several years in attacking the administration, its 
supporters and all its works. A brief sample 
from one of its pamphlets: 

Neither Earl Browder nor Sidney Hillman 
is actually interested in a fourth term for 
F. D. R. per se. They are interested, instead, 
in a fourth term for themselves . . . a fourth 
term for their Rasputin, Harry Hopkins...

The vaunted Fortress Europe inside which the 
Nazis are still fighting is beginning to look rather 
more like a cellar, according to a dispatch from 
Joseph Driscoll, a special correspondent of this 
newspaper with the United States Third Army. 
Mr. Driscoll says German soldiers captured along 
the Moselle River have been so drunk they could 
not walk a chalk line and could barely tell their 
names. 

The doctors were baffled to know, Mr. Driscoll 
reported, whether the Nazis had got drunk in 
order to get their courage up, or in order to con- 
sume their stolen stocks of French beverages be- 
fore having to leave. They are certainly not going 
to find out from the Nazis themselves, since fine 
distinctions of this kind mean absolutely nothing 
to most men after about the fourth or fifth drink. 

Obviously, we are dealing here in a field in 
which one man’s opinion jis as good as another's. 
The fact that the drinking Nazis can barely tell 
their names is not much of a lead, since it may 
indicate not so much a state of drunkenness as a 
state of having been around. 

Perhaps as much as should be ventured is that 
the Nazis, if drunk, were not drunk with power, 
the intoxicant on which they started out. this 
spree; but with the fire of the grain and the 
grape, which is a classic-enough draught to taper 
off the thirst of the power-mad who are just 
giving out of power. 


Occupation, Not Oppression 

There is statesmanship in the notice Gen. 
Eisenhower gave the German people about the 
way they would be treated under the occupation 
of the Allied Expeditionary. Force. While he 
spoke sternly and to the point about the penalty 
wHich would be meted out to any German “who 
aids the Nazis in any way,” nonetheless the 
Commander in Chief of the Allied armies on the 
Western front made it plain that the objective 
Was conquest and not oppression. 

The announcement from Supreme Headquar- 
ters, issued Sept. 23, established the general pat- 
tern of the occupation, and announced the Allied 
rovernment as the army agency which 
would be in direct charge. The first step was to 
decree immediate dissolution of the National 
Socialist party’s political and military organiza- 
tions and agencies, from Schutzstaffel to Ges- 
tapo; the next, to abrogate all German laws “in- 
volving discrimination on grounds of race, re- 
ligion or political opinion.” This gave the coup 
de grace to such infamous “laws” as that which 
pretended “the protection of German blegd and 


Military 


honor.” 

At the same time, Eisenhower made it plain 
that, after the Nazi influence had been extirpated 
from the regular German courts, these would be 
reopened for normal operations. The Allies will 
take over and run the communications networks 
and the transportation systems, as the battle line 
moves east and occupation replaces combat in 
any area. The Allied military marks will be the 
only legal tender, following the pattern set in 
North Africa, Italy and France. 

In essence, this means setting up an almost 
complete substitute government, which must see 
to it that public order is maintained, at least a 
minimum of local facilities and services kept 
functioning, and the whole complex pattern of 
civilian life kept going. Although this is an art in 
which the United States Government has had 
little major experience since the Civil War and 
Reconstruction, early in the present struggle the 
War Department established, under the Provost 
Marshal General, a School of Military Govern- 
ment, at the University of Virginia. carnest 
efforts were made there to adapt technicians to 
the tasks of restoring utilities, communications, 
health and other indispensables of civilian life. 
The effort was to train men to fill any post from 
engineer in charge of the village waterworks to 
Burgermeister of Berlin. 


The graduates of this school formed the cadre 


for AMG’s technical staff, and have learned in the 
academy of trial and error in Sicily and Southern 
Italy. In Germany, they face no easy task. 

It is well for us to envisage the complexity of 
the problem confronting our soldiers in Ger- 
many, which we are already trying to master 
under Gen. Eisenhower’s proclamation so stern 
and fair. Like Pershing, he shows his greatness 
by his capacity to make top decisions in civil as 
well as military matters, and then to see to it 
that his commands are carried out. 
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Socialism by De Gaulle 


Gen. De Gaulle’s speech in industrial Lillé 
Sunday bears out Dorothy Thompson's statement 
that postwar European governments face a choke, 
not between capitalism and Socialism, but among 
different kinds of Socialism. To make full use 
of French resources, De Gaulle said, “we want 
the state to direct the economic activity of the 
entire nation.” 

Available summaries do not show conclusively 
whether he is thinking of state ownership, as in 
Russia, or atrong state regulation. A stress on 
“direct” and “control” impltes, however, that he 
thinks of the economy as a congeries of public 
utilities, remaining in private ownership and 
with some latitude for differences in management 
and individual fortune, but subject to regulation 
something like our own railroads. 

In any event, he does explicitly envision a 
nation. well to the left of Britain and the United 
States in saying that “we no longer can permit 
the concentration of interests which in England 
and America are called trusts and which today do 
not meet the needs of social betterment.” In its 
ravail under that condition, Britain resorts to 
cartels and the great regulated trust. In the 
United States, we try to spread industrial control 
widely and enforce genuine competition. De 
Gaulle seems to abandon both hopes. 

France’s postwar economic order may well 
differ considerably from De Gaulle’s vision. Yet, 
like Roosevelt, like Churchill, ike Dewey, who 
were capitalist conservatives before the depres- 
sion, the war and the 1944 presidential campaign, 
respectively, ex-conservative De Gaulle and 
France must reconcile themselves to a world of 
intricate interdependence in which a-considerable 
measure of state-directed collective effort is 
necessary. 

To turn the back on it is to court sure disaster. 
At the same time, we may seek on this side of 
the water to keep governmental regulation at a 
workable minimum by framing wise “rules of the 
game.” We will continue the effort to preserve 
private enterprise by preventing abuses of the 
public interest—by enforcing financial truth-tell- 
ing under SEC, by protecting collective bargain- 
ing and by using the anti-trust laws to compel 
price competition, to name three among many 
examples. In such ways we in our turn will seek 
to avoid a choice among British, French, Rus- 
sian and other patterns of Socialism. 
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What If? 

The heads of the radio networks are leaving 
it to Franklin Roosevelt to say, between now and 
Nov. 7, whether he speaks as President Roose- 
velt, who talks free, or as Candidate Roosevelt, 
whose time must be paid for. 

But what if the Germans should capitulate be- 
tween now and Nov. 7? That is glad news that 
the President, but not the candidate, can prop- 
erly be the first to convey to the people. But if 
the President announces it, the candidate will 
benefit from it, so it becomes improper use of 
free time. 

On the other hand, if the candidate announces 
it at the expense of the Democratic National 
Committee, the Democratic party seemingly will 
be claiming credit for an achievement that be- 
longs to no party but to the American people 
and their allies. 3

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Our Losses in China 


The desperate eleventh-hour offensive which 
the Japanese are waging in Southeastern China 
has come seriously between the Sino-American 
allies in a physical sense, and there are increas- 
ing signs of its intrusion in a spiritual sense as 
well. 

Among the latter indications is a statement by 
a Chungking spokesman complaining that the 
United States and Great Britain have failed China, 
that their lend-lease contribution to China since 
Pearl Harbor would not be enough to keep a sin- 
gle American or British division in the field for 
one week. 

It is bad that the Japanese offensive is perilous- 
ly close to its aim of splitting China in half; that 
it has compelled the American air force to aban- 
don its bases at Hengyang, Lingling, Kweilin and 
now Tanchuk, which we have been relying upon 
to support our airborne attack from the Asian 
continent whenever we make amphibious landings 
on the China coast. But these consequences will 
be at their worst if we allow them to rouse re- 
criminations between us and our great Oriental 
ally. 

There is truth In what the man of Chungking 
let us admit it. We have not failed China, 
but we have asked her to terrible 
That realization should give added fire to 
determination when the hour of Japanese doom 
ig ready to strike.

TVA Tamed the River 


The paper reminded its readers that a 
unified plan was not Utopian, because one 
was already at work in Tennessee. 

The Tennessee is not as big or as long as 
the Missouri, but its floods have been even 
more terrible. In 1944, however, despite a 
merciless rainfall, the valley of the Ten- 
nessee presented a serene and untroubled 
picture. “The people of the valley are made 
prosperous by the river, and are free from 
fear of it.” The Post-Dispatch then pro- 
ceeded to call for a Missouri Valley Author- 
ity to do for Old Muddy what the TVA 
has done for the Tennessee. 


At last accounts citizens, newspapers, or- 
ganizations all the way back to Montana 
were joining the crusade. 

The Tennessee Valley Authority has 
tamed a river which, with its four main 
tributaries, flows through seven Southeast- 
ern states. The Authority is perhaps the 
Outstanding social achievement of the 
Roosevelt administration.

Now Self-Sustaining 


Since its beginning 11 years ago, TVA 
has received about $700,000,000 from the 
Federal Government. Power revenues to 
date are over $100,000,000 and are increas- 
ing. For the last two fiscal years, TVA 
has asked for no appropriations, and has 
a surplus. It can now begin to pay back 
to the Treasury what it has received. 

The sheer engineering size of the TVA, 
with its 29 dams (16 of them newly con- 
structed), its 10 billion kilowatts of energy 
a year, its 250 million ton-miles of river 
traffic, its three million acres of co-operating 
farms, is arresting enough. More signifi- 


cant, however, is the attitude of the TVA 


toward people living in the valley, and the 
divorce of Washington from the admin- 
istration of valley projects, and ultimately 
from nearly all financial control. 

Already TVA is a decentralized, regional 
planning board. Washington can legally 
close it up, but Washington cannot dictate 
its policies, Decisions are made in the val- 
ley. So far, despite unheard-of efforts by 
local politicos and agonized outcries from 
Congressmen, not a single political appoint- 
ment has been made, 
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It is becoming increasingly clear that 
communities must be so managed that they 
provide individuals reasonably full employ- 
ment and some economic security. But 
where laissez-faire has been displaced by 
planned economies, we have seen state 
after state become authoritarian. A ter- 
rible dilemma is thus posed: Shall we have 
unemployment and economic liberty, or jobs 
and dictatorship? The TVA resolves the 
dilemma in part through its method of 
reconciling democracy with planning. 


People See Their Strength 


You see the point. Unless the people of 
the valley are behind the TVA, it becomes 
just another big power grid, operated from 
Washington instead of Wall Street. As the 
Decatur (Ala.) Daily puts it: “We can write 
of great dams. Yet the significant advance 
has been in the thinking of a people. They 
are no longer afraid. They have caught the 
vision of their own powers, They can stand 
now and talk out in meeting and say that, 
if industry doesn’t come into the valley 
from other sections, then we'll build our 
own industry. This they are doing today.” 


The problem is to light the imagination 
of the people, and then let them go for- 
ward under their own power. 


The TVA’s services to the valley can be 
classified by their broad purposes: 


First, it tries to hold natural ‘resources 
from further deterioration. Soil erosion 
is controlled, floods are prevented, wild 
life conserved, soil fertility maintained 
through an elaborate fertilizer program. 


Design for Other Rivers 


At the same time, TVA seeks new means 
of prosperity and well-being. It generates 
low-cost energy for industry, farms and 
homes, encourages low-cost water trans- 
portation, develops new mineral deposits. 
It works out Improved farm techniques 
such as portable irrigation units, a low- 
cost electrical hay drier and food dehy- 
draters. It controls stream pollution, and 
has installed a public health program, be- 
ginning with the eradication of malaria. 
Also, it is developing new techniques in 
human relations. 


But the TVA serves the nation as well 
as the valley. Without its power and or- 
ganization, the war program could not have 
delivered aluminum, aircraft, phosphates, 
nitrates, ships, chemicals, shells, bombs, at 
anything like the present rate. TVA is 
geared for peace, but it can fight. 


As it emerges, solid, financially secure, 
integrated, TVA will set a pattern for de- 
veloping other rivers. Already multiple- 
purpose dams have been built on the Co- 
lumbia River in the Northwest, on the 
Colorado in the Southwest, on the Sacra- 
mento in California. A demand is mount- 
ing, for a Missouri Valley Authority. 


People living in the valleys of all our 
major rivers and in valleys all over the 
world will some day come to do likewise. 
There is something here too important for 
humanity to overlook.

Early Days of Our Literature 
Portrayed in a Brilliant Book 


“The World of Washington Irving," by Van Wyek 

Brooks, (E. P. Datton & Co., New York.) 

The New England literary scene in full 
flower and then in its glowing Indian sum- 
mer has been depicted by Van Wyck Brooks 
in his earlier books. Now he has turned 
back the calendar to the season when the 
seeds were planted, to bear fruit not only 
in New England but over the whole na- 
tion. The previous volumes of his monu- 
mental cultural history covered the period 
1815-1915. This one treats the years 15800 
to 1840, a time when distinctively American 
patterns were developing across the broad 
continent while, in one of Brooks’ fine 
phrases, “the morning spirit of the young 
Republic dwelt there.” 

It was the period and the world of Wash- 
ington Irving, but he is not permitted to 
dominate the book. Though outstanding, he 
is only one of the many figures who fill 
the broad and ceaselessly moving panora- 
ma of an America building its own schools 
of creative writing and art. The early 
writers owed much to European influences, 
and many of them spent years abroad, as 
Irving did, but their surest touch and real 
maturity came when they returned to 


American scenes and themes, 
es - + 


The true picture of this extraordinary 
rise of a new culture cannot be grasped by 
partial glimpses or by concentration on 
“literary” aspects in the academic sense. 
Brooks presents the whole scene by an ex- 
pert assembling of many diverse charac- 
ters and the influences that molded them. 
The record ranges from the erratic Parson 
Weems to the many-sided genius of Jef- 
ferson, from Poe, the exquisite craftsman 
and able critic, to Davy Crockett, mighty 
hunter and teller of tall tales. 

The author calls his work a “literary his 
tory,” but the range is considerably broad- 
er. It comes close to being a history of 
America’s whole intellectual growth for the 
period covered, as it deals with the state 
of culture in the various regions—the cities, 
New England, the South, the West and the 
Southwest—in addition to sketching the 
careers of the leading figures, ° 

a s . 

There are excellent appraisals of Cooper, 
Bryant, Audubon and Poe, plus scores of 
lesser and almost forgotten individuals. 
srooks writes of them vividly, with an 
emphasis on the writers themselves and 
their milieu rather than on their worka, 
He links them to the present, with such 
apt phrases as his description of the sei- 
entist Joseph Priestley as “this eighteenth- 
century Bertrand Russell,” and his list of 
American books written in Paris by au- 
thors from Franklin to Hemingway and 
Stephen Benet. 

Van Wyck Brooks 1s a scholar without 
an atom of pedantry. He can humanize the 
literary giants of the past without chea‘D- 
ening them, and he can set a long, diver- 
sified development in its proper perspec- 
tive. Future literary historians are sure 
to record that our own day was enriched 
by his distinguished writings.

It is obvious that the sticky 
point, which was not resolved at 
Dumbarton Oaks, did not concern 
the world as a whole, but the spe- 
cific question of relations between 
the United States, Great Britain 
and the Soviet Union. If I may 
quote myself, from a column writ- 
ten some weeks ago, the problem 
under the proposed setup is not 
that of how to restrain aggres- 
sions from smaller nations, but 
how to “restrain the restrainers.” 


Basis of Russian Fear. 


As far as I can see, the diffi- 
culties under the three-power plan 
come chiefly from the Soviet side. 
The Soviets cannot overcome 
their traditional fear that, in case 
of a dispute about aggression, the 
Anglo-American powers will take 
a common stand, and that, in the 
end, the new league may be trans- 
formed into a_world alliance 
against the Soviet Union. The al- 
liances in this very war should 
have shattered that tlfeory, but 
they apparently have not removed 
the fear. 

And as long as the entire future 
organization of the world is 
treated in terms of great power 
politics and possible ‘‘spheres of 
influence,” these fears will not be 
resolved, if the participants sit for 
six weeks, six months or six years. 
You cannot make plans to “en- 
force peace” until you have a defi- 
nition of peace; and you cannot 
bring agreement between great or 
small powers except on the basis 
of a law of nations equally binding 
on all. We have been putting the 
cart before the horse and so the 
negotiations move backward in- 
stead of forward. 


A Cautious Churchill. 


Mr. Churchill, in one of the most 
cautious speeches he ever made, 
revealed candidly that there are 
differences of opinion on specific 
matters.

Assigned to snipe 
at the morale of American troops, Rose and Sally 
both used the same tactics—popular American 
records (smuggled through South America) with 
words of Jap and German wisdom in between. 
Their talks were generally devoted to reminding 
the Yanks what they were missing back home. 

“The OWI, which was in charge of overseas 
programs to the troops at the beginning of the 
war, realized that something had to be done to 
counteract the poisonous lies of Sally and Rose,” 
Jill points out. “It was decided that the best 
way to cancel out Rose and Sally was to present 
the facts. No fancy commercials about America. 
GI Joe knows that it is a great place and that 
everything was all right back home. He just 
wanted to be re-assurred occasionally. That’s 
how ‘GI Jive’ got started back in February, 1942.”

HERE are two types of me- 
| ringues, hard and soft, and 

both are served with frozen 
desserts and fruits. When the me- 
ringue is shaped in a ring to serve 
as a case to hold fruit or ice 
cream in place on the_ serving 
plate, it is ‘est to keep the me- 
ringue soft. The soft, creamy cen- 
ters are most delicious with either 
the ice cream or fruit; however, if 
meringue rings are baked until 
they are hard all the way through 
they are brittle and most difficult 
to eat. If the meringues are 
dropped by spoonfuls and baked — 
as any other meringue-type 
cookie, then they may be cooked 
until they are crisp all the way 
through and served as a cookie. 
The only difference in hard and 
soft meringues is in the time of 
baking. Baking should always be 
done in an extremely slow oven, 
or the color of the meringue will 
be too intense to classify as a true 
meringue.

Moderation

TTENTION to education of 
A the muscles should not be con- 
fined to the youth of the land. 
There is great benefit to be de- 
rived for old people from various 
physical methods of treatment. 
The tone and quality of the 
muscles of the old, it goes with- 
out saying, is not what it was once, 
but we should always remember 
that the muscles taken all to- 
gether constitute the largest mass 
of tissue in the body and they are 
in a very favorable situation for 
us to be able to modify them and 
hence modify the entire body. 
Understand I am not advocating 
vigorous exercise or such like ac- 
tivities for old people. The old fool 
who played football on his college 
team when he was young and still 
keeps up the cold shower, 10 miles 
walk every day rain or shine, or 
the full 18 hole round of golf is 
the guy who makes our life insur- 
ance premiums so large. 


But on the contrary most old 


people give away to the idea that 
their muscular system is all full 
of carbon and cultivate an atti- 
tude of what’s the use. 
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DR. PEPPER, of Philadelphia, 
had made a useful distinction be- 
tween senescence which is physio- 
logic aging and senility which is 
abnormal or pathologic old age. 
Normal senescence brings changes 
to all the tissues of the body and 
consequently functional changes. 
But the functional changes are no 
more than a diminution or reduc- 
tion of the normal functions: they 
are not changes in the nature of 
the functions, only changes in de- 
gree of activity and alertness, 

The tissue changes of senes- 
cence are first, progressive dehy- 
dration. The tissues of the old 
person have not as much juices 
as those of the young person. 
There is nothing startlingly new 
in that, it is only put in scfentific 
language. There is also a reduc- 
tion in elastic tissue. These 
changes are seen in loss of 
weight, change in stature and 
especially noticeable in atrophy 
of the skin, where the process 
can be seen right under your 
eyes. 

3ut this does not exclude the 
elderly person from the _ physio- 
logical benefita which come from 
the ordinary trained and delib- 
erate exercise of the bodily func- 
tions. They should be reduced in 
extent or amount but not changed 
in kind, 
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SOME GENIUS some time is go- 
ing to get up a series of armchair 
exercises for elderly people that 
can be taken systematically every 
day just as the young people take 
systematic daily exercises on the 
parade ground or the athletic 
field or in the gymnasium, 

One particular health maneuver 
that old people should reduce is 
the daily bath, That is a health 
fetish that is too often honored 
in the observance than in the 
breach. As I mentioned above, 
the skin of elderly persons atro- 
phies and water, especially water 
with soap, does not act well on 
these thin, parchment-like skins. 

This warning is very appropri- 
ate with the beginning of winter. 
Old people’s winter itch is almost 
invariably traceable to too much 
bathing and soaping. The modern 
American bathtub is a great boon 
to the youngsters, but the old 
fashion of sewing up in flannels 
for the winter was better as an 
hygienic procedure for the old 
people. 

it is a notorious fact, known 
to better-informed physicians, 
that old people’ do not stand 
drugs well. Nor react the same 
way to drugs as younger people. 
Sleeping medicine, for instance, 
is likely to make them excited 
rather than sleepy. So for proper 
control of disagreeable symptoms 
in the elderly we should depend 
on such physical measures as 
massage, heat, modified exercises 
and controlled bathing.

ATISFYING the G. IT. sweet 
tooth is the self-appointed mis 
sion in this war of John Mav- 
rakos, veteran St. Louis candy 
manufacturer. A candy lover 
himself, Mavrakos has dedicated 
his time and talent for the past 
year or so to the perfecting of 
candy suitable for shipment all 
over the world, and packages 
guaranteed to preserve its 
kitchen-freshness. 

John Mavrakos came to St. 
Louls a young boy from Greece 
almost 40 years ago, After trying 
various jobs, he opened a small 
candy and ice cream parlor at 
Vandeventer and Olive. Soon he 
decided that most people liked 
candy, and that he liked to make 
candy, so he devoted all his at- 
tention to working out original 
recipes in his kitchen, and box- 
ing his products for sale. Now 
he has seven shops in the city 
as well as a large plant at 4709 
Delmar, where his candy is still 
made according to formulas 
which he works out. 

It was John Mavrakos’ sg0n, 
Major John Mavrakos Jr., now

that suitable boxes be allocated 
for the purpose. He was allowed 
to use the tough corrugated card- 
board boxes, providing he could 
assure the Washington authori- 
ties that the candy would go only 
to service men abroad, At the 
same time, he secured a number 
of tin boxes for shipment to the 
Pacific.

HE captain of the Wac re- 
cruiting group in Poughkeep- 
sie, N. Y., brought some of her 
staff to see the President's library 
yesterday, and they had a picnic 
with us on the lawn at the cot- 
tare.

I Wwon- 
der how anyone can complain be- 
cause he cannot get butter, or 
the particular meat he wants. I 
do not happen to know where 
black markets exist, but if I did 
know, Il would feel disloyal to the 
boys fighting for us in the far 
parts of the world, and to the 
young men and women serving 
here, if I bought anything in that 
way. 

Early this winter a young man 
whom I saw at Walter Reed Hos- 
pital, last winter, came to see me, 
He is now working in Washington 
Square Park and he looks well 
and strong, but his ears will prob- 
ably never be entirely well. He 
has one brother in the Pacific, and 
another in France. He showed me 
with pride a letter from the one 
in France. It was extremely well 
written, and showed that an in- 
fantryman can fight from hedge- 
row to hedgerow, and still see the 


country around him and under- 
stand the people whom he is help- 
ing to liberate, 

The boy’s sisters have their hus- 
bands in the Army, too—one in 
the Air Force, and one who for 
nearly three years has been in the 
Pacific. This is just an ordinary 
American family; but what a won- 
derful record, and how much we 
civilians owe to these men who 
have met the call of their country 
so magnificently! 

Some day in the near future, we 
hope an armistice will be signed 
and peace will come to the blood.

Mavrakos designs the pieces of 
candy to fit the box. Each piece 
—in convenient one or two-bite 
sizes, is wrapped separately in 
moisture-proof paper, and tightly 
packed into the container. His as- 
sortment includes a delicious-look- 
ing collection of caramels, nou- 
gats, fudge, fruit drops, pepper- 
mints and various other hard can- 
dies. 

“The best ingredients we can ob- 
tain go into the boxes for the 
service men,” Mavrakos repeats. 
“Often, in filling orders for over- 
seas packages, as well as_ for 
camps in this country, our regular 
civillan customers have to be de- 
nied candy. Sometimes that 
causes’ disappointment and hard 
feeling. Kut we have letters from 
all over the world from boys who 
have received our candy and say 
that it is as good as if they had 
stepped into the store to buy it at 
home. That’s my reward.”

O many players a bad 
break -—- particularly a 
trump break!—is grounds 
weeping and wailing, if not for 
more robust. self-expression. 

In their resentment against 
fate, however, they often 
look two points: (a) that they had 
a bit of sheer luck in another di- 
rection, or (b) that perhaps a 
little more skill on their part 
might have redeemed the situa- 
tion. For example: 


North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 
North East South 
1 diamond 1 spade 
2 no trump Pass 4 spades 
Pass Pass 

West led the club king. Dum- 
my’s ace won and declarer started 
to draw trumps. He muttered 
something censorable when West 
showed out, but continued for four 
rounds, making East take his jack. 
East returned a club. Declarer 
ruffed and hopefully began run- 
ning the diamonds. Now, how 
ever, East showed out, and since 
declarer could discard only one 
heart, and since the heart ace 
subsequently proved to be -off- 
side, three heart tricks had to be 
conceded, for the contract's de- 
feat. 
Cheerfully admitting that South 
ran into very bad breaks, [ still 
must point out that an opening 
heart lead, which South was lucky 
enough to have avoided, would 
have “fixed” him immediately, and 
that despite all the breaks, South 
should have brought home the con- 
tract. After he knocked out East's 
trump trick and ruffed the club 
return, it would have been a aafe 
ty play to finesse to the nine or 
10 of diamonds. If Fast had the 
jack, what of it? He could not 
attack the heart suit, and on his 
club return, declarer could again 
ruff and be sure of running the 
diamonds!
